Viplations of the ordinance carry 
a fine not ,to exceed $500 or more 
than six months in the county jail.

There are times, under unusual stress and cir- 
cumstances;"“when a matior set’ of men are justi- 
fied in direct action, and taking the law into their 
own hands, but’ that sort of thing, as a general 
rule is bad for, the country and creates a disre- 
Spect for the law, The California men who lynch- 
ed three rape fiends were justified, as San Fran- 
cisco had a° reputation of letting ‘any erimina] go 
free that could raisé enough money to bribe courts 
and officials, The Oklahoma. woman wif shot 
Hamon did: just right.» Whi@ky. was the cause of 
his death and downfall, as it was also of the rape 
fiends of California..

The Ku. Kiux Klan. of the South is a direct 
action organization, and while’ they Bay some 
sensible things they also burn down cotton and 
tobacco wardhouses and act like bandits generally. 
They say they are 100 perceDt American; that 
suffragettes and women’s movements are causing 
us to lose sight ef an exalted womanhood, and that 
inSidious attack upon the home has been made -by 
modernists, Maybe’ it has, but burning and mur- 
dering is not fhe, remedy. 

Many agitators among the so-called proletariat 
advocate direct action, notably the I, W. W. bunch 
of nuts, and they are all wrong in that sort of 
thing. It is too much like Russia, and Rusia is 
the most colossal failure of the age.
